Marvellous UrsiiUs of tlio Uecciit 
Eartliqunkc In Nuiitliuru 
Cniit'orniu. 

Yuma, Ariz., Nov. 11 — The party 
which has been engaged part of two 
months surveying lands in Lower 
Gilifornia returned vesterday. The 
party surveyed the Colorado from its 
source to its present mouth and 
made several interesting discoveries. 
They report that the volcanic region 
showed the severity of the recent 
earth(|iittkc, Piftoen of the most 
active volcanoes in what is known as 
the west group are almost entircHy 
obliterated, the only sign of the tor 
mer location being tho lava like 
holes almost filled with sulphur 
water, 'rbo east group of the 500 
volcanoes at Like Jululu have daily 
eruptions, and to the south group 
have been added at least 100 large 
volcanoes during the period of me 
earthquakes in July last. 

On tho South Hill, where a year 
ago no evidence of volcanoes existed, 
the grandest one in Lower Galilornia 
now appears. The chief one is in 
active operation. Its crater opening 
is 140 foot in extent. LakeJuiulu 
formerly five miles long by half t 
mile wide, is now twenty five miles 
long and iweivo to twenty five miles 
in width and with an average depth 
of 12 to 25 feet. Its waters, fonner 
ly salt, are now fresh, owing to the 
oveifliw of the Colorado. On th-. 
homeward journey the party discov 
ered new waterways parallel to the 
Colorado leading into unexplored 
country between Colorado and Mess 
Divide which separates Carter River 
from Noy River. The newly dis- 
covered waterway was found to be 
the inlet of the Colorado, entering 
fifteen miles below Yuim.

Lane's iuiproveil Imperial sugar Is an 
American variety of finer grain tb.an tho 
ordinary beet, being good for table use 
08 well as cattle food. 

Yellow glulie is a sort too well known 
to reqairo special mention. It is well 
mlopted for growing in shallow soils. 
Tho long red mangel wvirzel produces 
roots of enormous size, smooth and regu- 
lar in^hnpe, with a small top. 

In order to be well preeerveil for 
gradual consumption during tho winter, 
Thorburn advises that mangel wurzels 
bo hcapial to a height of iierhiips six 
feet on a dry, skiping situ.ation; cover 
At first with a piece of canvas, and as 
tlio cold iuercosos tliis sliould bo replaced 
by about six inches of citlier salt li.ay, 
straw, seaweed, or even cornstalks. Lest 
this covering be displncoU by the wind a 
light layer of earth is necessary. So s<xm 
as this surface roll becomes frozen about 
six or eight inches more of earth should 
1)6 placed over tho entire heap. By fob 
lowing uj) this gradual process of cover- 
ing all danger of heating will be obvi- 
ated and tl'.e roots will keep in jiorfcct 
order.

HAwliko org:kii. This rises near thoennihU 
(Mid of tho body, and is tho oviiiositor. 
By lup.vis of it tho insects nro able to 
make incisions in the tissues of plants 
tor tlio reception of their eggs. 

On examining tlio stalks of whe.at at 
harvest time by splitting th.'in through- 
ont their lengtli, it was found that some 
of them had been tuniicleil by an insect 
larva. This larva had eaten a passage 
through e.ach of tho joints so that it 
could pass freely from oao eml of the 
cavity of the straw to tho other. 

If infested straws ho examined a \V(u:k 
or ten days liefore the riiiening of the 
wheat, t.ha enuso of tliis injury can bo 
found at work witliin them. It is at 
that timea j'ellowish, milky white worm, 
varying in sino from one-tiftb of on inch 
to ono-half an inch in length. Tho 
smaller ones may not have bon’d 
through n single joint, wiiilo tho Larger 
ouos will h.avo tiniiieled all of themex- 
<N)pt, iK’rhiips, tho one next to the 
ground. 

As the grain becomes rljie tho lurva 
works its way toward tlio ground, and 
nt tho time of tho harvest the greater 
number of them have i>onetrated to tho 
root Here in tho lowest jiart of the 
cavity of the straw they mako prepara- 
tions for the winter. 

According to a corresixindent of Unnil 
New 'Yorker tho most obvious method 
of combating the In.sect Is to attack it 
while It is in tho stubble, that is to say, 
some time between the wlie:it linrveat 
and tho first of tho following May. If 
the stuhldo can lie hurned in tlie 
autumn tlio larva in it can bo destroyed. 
Tho same tiling could be acc.iinidished 
by plowing tlio stubblo under, wliich 
would prevent tho escaiie of adult flies.

L. II. Bryant, s'.’crctary of tlie Cider 
and Cider Vinegar Makers’ A.^soeiiition of 
the Northwicst, la cently liud tlio follow- 
ing to say in Frairi ; I'.inner; 

The essentials for making cider vino- 
gar on A small scale are a grinder to 
grind up tho npides into a fine pulp, a 
good pres.s to extract tlie juice, barrels to 
put tlio julco in, a frost jiroot rixnu or 
oollar to store the product in, ami, of 
oourso, a goixl supply of docent apples. 

Ordinarily good windfalls will make 
goo)! luatorial for vinegar, but care 
^ould be taken to reject all immature, 
wilted and rotten appUe. Wlien tho cider 
is made It should be put into g<xxl iron 
bound barrele and ranked up out of 
doors, but in tlie shade, and allowed to 
ferment. The hiirrids sliould be idaceil 
on tlmliers ca- poles elevated from the 
ground sufiiciently to allow tlie contents 
to lie run ofT into othelMiarrrIs. 

On tho approach of fnx’zing weatlier 
rack oil tlie vinegar stock into clean bar- 
rels (only throe-fljurtlis filled) by moans 
of a faucet placwl in Uio end of the liiir- 
Tel, or preferably with a syphon mailo of 
five-eighths rubber tiiliing. This should 
be raised an inch above tlie bottom of tho 
barrel to avoid drawing off tho sediment 
All iHittlings should bo pnt into a sepa-

-/Tdiiiary cellar is too (3ool to make 
vinegar quickly, and if such a place is 
used for winter storage tho Irarrels can 
be removed to a common shed on the ap- 
proacli of wnmi weather, remembering 
always to rocli off the (^intents before a 
barrel is moved. Never put barrels lu 
tho sun in hot weatlier, us tliey will be 
spoiled and tho contents lust. Wlien tlie 
vinegar is thoroughly made a cool, dry 
(X'llar is an excellent place to store It, and 
the ban-els may lie filled and liuuged up. 

To make gixxl cider or vinegar use 
goixl, clean apples; eziiosuro to heat ami 
air is what makes vinegar; to havebriglit, 
clear vinegar free from must, rack it lie- 
fore moving it, if it iios boon standing 
any length of time, and thoronghly clinin 
the barrels as soon as emptied. Good 
vinegar cannot be made out of a large 
quantity of water and a little cider. 
Strong, late made cider may bear the ail- 
ditiqn of a little water, but tiiat made 
early in the season will not.
